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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Upon a 
complete review of the entire written record the instant application is in condition for 
allowance. The prior art cited by Applicants effectively sets forth the state of the art. 
Particular mention is made of US Patent 4,532,598. This patent shows angled features 
(see Figures 1-6 of the patent). However, the claimed method of producing angled 
features set forth in the instant application is not shown in any of the prior art.
